Ground Breaking and Corner-Stones Laid. 


Ground was broken for the First Church, Tulsa, Oklahoma. 
Rev. C. W. Sifferd, D. D., pastor, April 20, 1914. The corner- 
stone was laid May 20, 1914. The church, 40x79 feet, is brick 
with white stone trimming. There is a basement under the 
entire building for Sunday school and social purposes. The 
cost is $12,000, 

The First Church, Kansas City, Mo., has sold its old prop- 
erty, let the contract for a new church and a few days ago 
broke ground for the same. 
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Dedications. 


The First church of St. Joseph, Mo., Rev. George F. 
Murphy, D. D., pastor, was dedicated Jan. 18, 1914. 

Rev. H. L. Yarger, D. D., preached the dedicatory sermon. 
The dedicatory prayer was offered and the act of consecration 
performed by the pastor. 

Rev. L. P. Ludden, D. D., Rev. J. F. Krueger, Ph. D., and 
the President of Synod assisted in the services. Dr. Krueger 
preached a German sermon in the afternoon. Dr. Ludden 
preached in the evening and conducted the worship of offerings 
during the day. 

The entire property of the first church represents an 
expenditure of $43,000 for the church building; $14,400 for the 
lot; $4,000 for the parsonage; $2,600 for the organ; total, $64,000, 
The entire indebtedness, with the exception of the organ, has 
been provided. Sixteen thousand dollars were raised on the 
day of dedication. 

This beautiful Gothic edifice, with its churchly interior and 
its modern Sunday school and social rooms, is splendidly 
adapted to the needs of a growing congregation in a growing 
city. It is a monument to the devotion of a faithful and zealous 
pastor and congregation. 

Appropriate post-dedication services in English, Swedish, 
Norwegian and Danish were held during the week and con- 
cluded with sermons by Rev. R. B. Peery, D. D., and Rev. 
Holmes Dysinger, D. D., the following Sunday. 

The Chapel at Moray, Kan., Rev. J. F. Krueger, Ph. D., 
supply pastor, was dedicated Sept. 14, 1914. Rev. Holmes 
Dysinger, D. D., preached at the morning service. The Presi- 
dent of Synod preached the dedicatory sermon in the afternoon. 
Dr. Krueger performed the act of consecration. The church is 
a handsome structure, located on the site of the building burned 
some time ago. Its cost was $4,000, all of which was raised 
before the day of dedication. It is 32x50 feet, with a seating 
capacity of 200. 

Ad-Interim License. 

At the request of the congregation at Garnett and by 
the consent of a majority of the Examining committee, I issued 
Ad-Interim License to Mr. M. G. Ritzen, who supplied at 
Garnett the past summer. The license expired Sept. 14, 1914. 
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Appointments. 


I appointed Messrs. Otto Croy, of St. Joseph, Mo., and Mr. 
B. D. Zimmerman, of Atchison, Kan., to audit the Treasurer's 
books. 

I appointed Rev. M. F. Troxell, D. D., to represent the 
Pastors’ Fund; Rev. Wm. Calvert, the Home for the Aged, and 
Rev. E. S. Stauffer, D. D., the Deaconess Board, at this meet- 


ing of the Synod. 
Official Visits. 


During the year I visited at the following places: Minne- 
apolis, Dec. 15, 1913; Garnett, March 3, 1914; Bunker Hill and 
Excelsior, March 8, 1914; Valley Falls, April 14, 1914; Campus, 
June 14, 1914; Effingham, June 21, 1914; New Cambria, Sept. 
37, 1914. On these official visits I preached the Gospel, held 
council and congregational meetings, administered the Lord's 
Supper and baptized children, assisted in planning for an 
Every Member Canvass, encouraged the calling of pastors and 
lifted offerings for Synodical benevolence. 


Supplied Churches. 


The following churches are supplied: Bendena, by Rev. 
J. F. Krueger, Ph. D.; Greenleaf, by Rev. R. B. Peery, Ph. D. D.; 
Lancaster, by Rev. Carl Krueger, D. D.; Valley Falls, by Rev. 
Holmes Dysinger, D. D. I have corresponded with or visited 
each one of these congregations with a view of having them 
call permanent pastors. The supply professors, recognizing 
the value of such a move, have signified their willingness to 
do all in their power to secure such resident pastors. The con- 
gregations, however, are not ready to take the step. Until 
then the professors who have rendered such valuable aid to 
these churches and to the Synod, should continue their ministry. 


‘Vacant Churches. 


Campus—The few members of this congregation have been 
greatly discouraged. They thought Synod has lost interest in 
them. They experienced four years of crop failure. Finally 
they decided to sell their church and disband. The church 
was offered for sale June 22, 1914, but was bought in by two 
of the members. The Church Extension Board granted a loan 
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of $200. There is a field for the Lutheran- Church in Campus. 
Synod should do all in its power to help this congregation. 

Effingham—This charge has been supplied regularly during 
the year by Rev. H. F. Martin and Mr. Klass De Freese. New 
Officers have taken hold of the work with vigor. The every-mem- 
ber canvass has been made. With the aid voted by the Home 
Mission Board, a salary of $1,000 is now offered. Steps are 
being taken to secure a pastor at an early date. 

- Garnett—St. Paul’s has been supplied through the year by 
Rev. C. W. Seville and Mr. M. G. Ritzen. 

New Cambria— This charge has been vacant since last July. 
It was unwilling to have a supply during the summer. The 
congregation has the only church building in the town, which 
is situated in a Lutheran community. Another denomination 
has begun work here and our people owe it to themselves and 
their Lutheran ancestors to call a pastor and maintain their 
church. 

Norcatur and Long Island—I urged this congregation to 
invite a pastor to administer the communion and secure a supply 
for the summer months. The council acquiesced but the con- 
gregation would not ratify their action. Consequently they 
have been without a pastor the entire year. They should have 
one at an early date to catechise and confirm their young 
people. 

Whitewater—Rev. G. G. Clark supplied this congregation 
regularly every two weeks for several months of the synodical 
year. This congregation ought to be the most flourishing one 
in the town. I am sure the entire Synod would rejoice if they 
would call a pastor. 


Letter of Condolence. 


I sent a message, in the name of this Synod, to President 
Woodrow Wilson, at the time of his wife's death, expressing 
our sympathy in his great bereavement. I received from him 
a reply of appreciation in which he asked me to express his 
sincere gratitude to this body. 


_ Missionary Superintendent. 


In obedience to the instruction of Synod, I sent three com- 
munications to the churches explaining our need of a Mission-

ary Superintendent “and soliciting pledges of definite sums for 
his support. Sixteen churches, some of them leading churches 
of the Synod, have made no reply. Some of the churches write 
very encouragingly of the movement, but defer definite action 
in giving support. A few discourage the proposition. The 
following churches have made definite pledges: Bendena, $15 
with à promise of more; Excelsior, $5 (this church made the 
first pledge and sent the money to the President of the Synod); 
Minneapolis, $5; Oklahoma City, $50; Salina, $125; Tulsa, $15; 
Wellington, $25. 

The returns did not justify any further action on the part 
of the President.

Abilene—Furnace repaired and walls decorated at a cost 
of $75. 
Atchison—General repairs to the amount of $100. 
Bunker Hill—Bought lots adjoining the church for a parson- 
age, and Excelsior excavated under their entire building for a 
social room, fitting it up at a cost of $238.

State of the Church. 


The State of the Church of Jesus Christ should be of chief 
concern to us. For her our prayers should ascend: to her 
our toils should be given. Our business is to preach the word, 
and to be instant in season and out of season, becoming all 
things to all men that saints may be built up in faith and good 
works, and that the Lord may add to our churches such as our 
being saved. This is a spiritual work. It must be spiritually 
discerned. Its results can’t be told absolutely in figures. We 
hesitate to make unqualified statements of the soul condition 
of individuals and congregation, yet we must judge of men and 
of churches by results. They are known by their fruits. The 
reports received indicate progress. The life of the church 
is toward God. Pastors are faithful. There are not a few 
consecrated men and women who are upholding their pastors’ 
hands and doing with their might whatsoever they can to bring 
in and maintain the kingdom. 

As directed by Synod, I submit to you a report of the net 
gain in communicant membership of each congregation for the 
past year: Abilene, five per cent; Atchison, twenty per cent; 
Beloit, not reported; Bendena, sixteen per cent; Bunker Hill 
and Excelsior, eight per cent; Chapman, vacant part of year, 
nothing; Campus, not reported; Effingham, ten per cent; 
Emporia, twenty per cent; Eureka, eighteen per cent; Garnett, 
twenty per cent; Greenleaf, twenty per cent; Hays, not re- 
ported; Hutchinson, twenty-five per cent; Kansas City, First, 
ten per cent; Kansas City Memorial, not reported; Kansas 
City, Kansas, thirty-three and a third per cent; Lancaster, 
not reported; Lawrence, one and four-elevenths per cent; 
Minneapolis, fifty per cent; New Cambria, not reported; Nor- 
catur, not reported; Oklahoma City, loss on account of re- 
movals; Ottawa, three per cent; Peabody, seven per cent; Perth, 
vacant part of year, two per cent; St. Joseph, twenty-four 
per cent; Salina, six per cent; Sedalia, eleven per cent; Topeka, 
ten per cent; Tulsa, twenty-two per cent; Valley Falls, twenty- 
four per cent loss; Waterville, two per cent; Wellington, 
twenty-two per cent; Whitewater, vacant, nothing; Wichita, 
fifteen per cent. 

The average net gain of the twenty-six churches reporting

A detailed study of the reports show that the attendance is 
diminishing in one congregation, stationary in eight and grow- 
ing in twenty-two, The average attendance of communicant 
members in the morning is seventy-three per cent; in the eve- 
ning, forty-one per cent. Sixty-four per cent of our member- 
ship came to the table of the Lord at the four communions. 
While these figures do not reveal the exact state of affairs, they 
do call us to more earnest effort to secure a better attendance 
at the means of grace. In fourteen churches the children and 
youth attend; in nine, only fairly so, and in six they may be 
said not to attend with any regularity. The reasons given 
for their non-attendance are: “The conviction that the Sunday 
school is sufficient,” “other atractions,” “time too long,” chiefly, 
“lack of a sense of parental obligation.” Besides the time- 
honored methods of catechization, personal visitation, con- 
versation and appeal to parents, various pastors report their 
success in holding the young by “organizing chorus choirs; 
special sermons, sometimes illustrated, to children; recognition 
at all church services; missionary work to do; enlistment of 
the Sunday school superintendent and teachers.” All of these 
methods are sane and worthy of our consideration. All the 
pastors conduct catechetical classes. Seventeen report adult 
classes. 

More than half of our pastors observe Lent with blessed 
results in deepened spiritual life, better Easter services, families 
reached for Christ and increased attendance. Three churches 
held other special services, which resulted in members being 
added to the church. One church engaged in a general revival, 
the result of which was not reported. Twenty-two out of 
thirty churches report increase “in faith and good works,” a 
number of the pastors being most emphatic in their affirma- 
tions. Nineteen pastors report that their congregations sup- 
port them, several say a portion of the congregation gives 
support, while one pastor asserts that he does not receive 
co-operation. 

The brethren have brought before their congregations and 
councils all matters upon which Synod has requested action. 
A number, however, who thus state, have not reported in regard 
to a missionary superintendent. The congregations have had 
four volunteers for the ministry. Most of the congregations 
read Lutheran literature. Subscriptions to Lutheran Church

The male average attendance at our prayer. meetings is 
eight, female eleven; at our young people’s societies, male 
ten, female fifteen, In less than half of the congregations a 
fair number of men lead in prayer. With only one or two 
, exceptions do the parents fail to present their children for bap- 
tism. In answer to the question, “Are parents generally faith- 
ful in discharging their moral and spiritual duty to their chil- 
dren,” such answers as “twenty-five per cent,” “failure of time,” 
“shifting of responsibility” and the like indicate laxity in this 
respect. The general consensus is that family worship and 
religious instruction are neglected in the home. 

Congregations are generally prosperous. Offerings for 
church support and benevolence are made systematically. Most 
of the churches have raised their apportionment. As a rule, 
pastors’ salaries are promptly paid, though in a few instances 
congregations are in arrears. Several pastors have had an 
increase in salary, none a decrease. Indebtedness on churches 
is being liquidated. Nineteen pastors report more or less 
dependance upon fairs, dinners, festivals and the like to raise 
the Lords money. Twelve do not, one pastor emphatically 
asserting, “No, thank the Lord.” 

Most church officials attend morning services; fifty per cent 
of them attend evening services, but in only one instance are 
they diligent in attending prayer meeting. 

Our successes of the past year should be an inspiration to 
undertake larger things for our God in the future. Our fail- 
ures and discouragements should be stepping stones to more 
determined effort. God promises increase if we are faithful 
in planting and watering. Fidelity will bring us to the end of 
another year with the joy of those who rejoice in harvest. 
Fidelity will bring us to the end of life bearing precious sheaves 

for the garner of eternity. Let us not be weary in well doing. 


Recommendations. 


The dollar rate for Lutheran Church Work depends upon 
increased circulation. I recommend the President of the Synod 
be authorized to appoint a standing committee to make and 
execute plans to help increase the circulation of our official 
paper to thirteen thousand subscribers before the next meeting 
of the General Synod. 

At our last convntion Synod voted Rev. C. W. Seville one 
hundred dollars. Mr. Seville did not find this amount sufficient 
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to finish his senior year in the Seminary. Inasmuch as a 
hundred and fifty dollars is usually given to seniors and since 
Mr. Seville accepted a call to one of our small missions, with 
the consent of the chairman of the Ministerial Education Com- 
mittee and the Advisory Board of Home Missions, | instructed 
the Treasurer to pay Mr. Seville twenty-five dollars additional. 
I recommend that Synod ratify my action. 

It is generally admitted that it would be for the best 
interests of the churches and of the Synod if those congrega- 
tions which are now supplied by college and seminary pro- 
fessors would call permanent pastors. While we hereby give 
expression to our sincere appreciation of the excellent service 


rendered by the professors and request them to continue in 


the capacity of supply in our Synod so long as their services 

are needed, yet, resolved, that it is the sense of the Synod that 

these churches should call resident pastors as soon as possible.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES TO TABITHA HOME. 


The past year was the best one our institution has had 
since she came under the care of the church. God has gracious- 
ly raised up many friends who have generously supplied our 
needs. Besides paying all running expenses promptly, we 
were able to make the much needed repairs and also to reduce 
our indebtedness $13,810.00. The major portion of this latter, 
however, has been in our treasury some years awaiting applica- 
tion to debt fund. | 

The suit in which the home was involved with the lien 
holders, and which has bothered us for so long, was finally 
decided in our favor. We do not have the exact wording of the 
decision handed down, but it was in effect that the institution, 
being a charitable one, could not be sold to satisfy debts in- 
curred in rebuilding, repairs, etc. and that hence the institution 
could not be sold by the lien holders. This leaves us legally 
free, and guarantees to us the possession of the home. We 
are still morally bound, however, to pay our honest debts, and 
are doing so as rapidly as we can. Since the decision of the 
court, many of our creditors have voluntarily come forward 
and settled on a basis of fifty cents on the dollar. 

In the orphange 44 children were cared for during the 
year. It is our policy to find places for them in good homes 
when we can. At present we have only 20 left in the institu- 
tion. There are a number of applications for admission now, 
but we have no room for more. 

Forty persons were cared for in the aged department, 
among them are 13 who are partially or entirely helpless. Eight 
are over 80 years of age. Quite a number of the old people 
have had to be transferred to the hospital department on 
account of severe illness. Four died during the year. We 
have six applications pending for admission to this department. 

Seventy-five patients were admitted to the hospital during 
the year. The receipts amounted to $3,084—a smaller amount 
than was received last year, but expenses were also much less. 
A number of patients, who were very poor, were cared for 
without pay. Our work in the hospital has been quite satis- 
factory and we are able to offer first-class care and treatment 
to the inmates; but this department of the institution will 
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never be very full until we can get a street car line to the 
Home. 

We are glad to have been able to make the following 
repairs: 

Buildings have been painted without and within; adequate 
fire escapes have been erected; the entire roof has been over- 
hauled; a new smoke stack, pump and supply tank have been 
erected; the heating plant has been thoroughly repaired; a 
large ice box has been built; a modern signal system has been 
established on the hospital floor, and better electric light 
facilities have been installed. 

On the whole, our institution is in very good condition, 
and our churches may well take pride in it. We recommend 
that the Synod express its great gratification at the very 
satisfactory work being done by Supt. Walter and his assistants; 
that we convey to our brother, the superintendent, our sincerest 
sympathy in the serious illness of his wife, and that we pledge 
him our continued loyal and hearty support.

REPORT ON NACHUSA LUTHERAN ORPHANAGE. 


This institution of our church for the care of orphans is 
situated at Nachusa, Illinois, and is possessed of a farm of 
forty acres and buildings suitable to the work undertaken. 
Sister Alberta Harris, Deaconess, is superintendent of the 
House, Mr. and Mrs. John Passick are her helpers. During 
the past year 80 children were cared for at a cost of $3,297.35. 
In this is included an item of $160 for a drilled well. The gen- 
eral health of the children was good throughout the year. 
Twelve Synods contributed to the support of the Home. From 
Kansas Synod came $152. Nearly $400 income was realized 
from the farm, much of the work being done by the boys of 
the Home. Seven of the children are attending the Dixon 
High School, for which no tuition is required. 

Some of the needs of the Orphange are a hotel range, 
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a horse, an aseptic tank for the disposal of sewage, individuals 
or classes to dress a high school girl, beds, clothing, ete. 
We recommend that the offering on Children’ Day, or of 
some other time, be given to Nachusa Orphanage and that 
the committee on Apportionment be instructed to place a 
column for Nachusa.

Your representative of the Lutheran Church Work is glad 
to report an increase of over 120 during the past year in sub- 
scriptions to the official church organ. There are now 462 
subscribers to The Lutheran Church Work in our Kansas 
Synod. This is a fine indication of the growing interest in this 
valuable periodical. The business manager of the paper 
reports over 10,000 subscriptions to date. 

However, the brethren will recall that the proposition of 
a dollar a year subscription was on a basis of 13,000 sub- 
scribers, If we are to make this a paying proposition from a 
financial standpoint and if we are to retain the $1.00 price it 
will be necessary for the pastors and their co-workers to put 
forth still more strenuous efforts. In looking over the list 
of our congregations reporting subscribers, we note that some 
of the smaller ones are giving more hearty support than some 
of our stronger congregations. It behooves all loyal Kansas 
Synod pastors to do their best to encourage their members to 
subscribe for this paper. 

In view of the fact that the subscription price of this 
periodical is from fifty cents to two dollars less than many 
other church papers, whose literary value and practical utility 
does not in any way surpass that of the Lutheran Church Work, 
it ought to be an easy matter to secure subscriptions. Inasmuch 
as this matter of supporting the paper should be vigorously pur-

that they expect to make such a canvass in the near future. 

e canvasses have invariably resulted in increased offerings to 

th the general local funds and home and foreign missionary 
objects. 

A few of our congregations have regular organized mission- 
ary committees who make special effort to educate the laity 
concerning our missionary enterprises and to secure larger 
sums of money for the work. We would tecommend the 
appointment of such committees in all our congregations. 

Among some of the benefits reported by the various pastors 
in whose congregations an every-member canvass was made, we 
find such expressions as the following: 

“The canvass revealed and developed many workers;” 
“It resulted in an increased offering and more systematic giv- 
ing.” “As a result, the work in our church is carried on in a 
more business-like manner.” “A way was opened into new 
homes; unfounded prejudices were removed.” “It did away 
with all financial worry, leaving the time of the pastor and the 
members for spiritual improvement and work.” Discouraged 
members were encouraged and a new spirit was imparted.” 

These are only a few of the many helpful results of such 
canvasses. ‘ 

It will probably be interesting to the members of the 
Synod to know that about fifteen laymen of the General Synod 
purpose appropriating $12,000 annually to conduct the work of 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement under the direction of the 
General Synod. 

At the suggestion of the Laymen’s Missionary Movement 
Committee of the General Synod, we recommend the adoption 
of the following resolutions:

We find that only one brotherhood meets on Sunday for the 
study of the Bible. In other words, only one brotherhood has 
a brotherhood Bible Class. 

The conviction of your committee and of those associated 
with the most active brotherhoods of the General Synod is 
that the permanency of the brotherhood and its best service 
for the church lies in a brotherhood Bible Class. We therefore 
earnestly urge the organization in each brotherhood of a class 
that meets on Sunday in connection with the Sunday school 
for the study of the Word of God.

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Brotherhood Committee, permit us to call your attention to 
two ttems: ,

_ REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 


. “Behold what God hath wrought!” The temperance cause 
is hastening on. Those who were wont to think their grand- 
children or possibly children, would see the American saloon 
outlawed, now expect to see that desired consummation them- 
selves. Government, corporations, firms, individuals, forbid em- 
ployes the “flowing bowl.” By law cnactments dry territory is 
being acquired every month, until the map of the United States 
shows encouragingly whiter. Liquor capitalists are investing 
surplus earnings in property other than whisky or beer. Law 
enforcement is lauded now. Politicians stand boldly and firmly 
for temperance. Undoubtedly the enactment of a national law 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of alcoholics as a bever- 
age will be before the voters of our country in the next presi- 
dential election. 

But while many things are encouraging, we need to remind 
ourselves that the battle is not yet won. Not all public men 
or political parties are sincerely for prohibition. Immense in- 
terests are entrenched behind beer kegs and whisky barrels. 
The greed for gain from depraved appetites is not yet dead; 
the love of drink is not yet out of the system. The per capita 
consumption of beer is increasing. To make up deficits in rev- 
enue the Federal Government levies more tax on alcohol. How 
loath is Uncle Sam to give up this income; the war against 
flesh and blood and also against political wickedness in high 
places. We must fight until the last armed foe expires and then 
keep guard lest he rise from the dead. 

As always, the church must foster temperance sentiment 
and principle. Through pulpit, press and school, our young 
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must be taught, inspired and led. The sin of drunkenness must 
be shown up and denounced; the beauty of a temperate life 
extolled. 

And since the State of Kansas stands for the most advanced 
ideas on the subject of temperance it becomes our duty as rep- 
resentatives of the Lutheran Church herein to help maintain 
this advanced position. 

In view of the facts heretofore cited and many other cogent 
reasons, therefore: 

1. Resolved, That we lament and abhor the evils of in- 
temperance. 

2. That we rejoice in the hopeful signs of temperance in all 
our national life. 

3. That we will assist in every lawiul way in our power to 
destroy the power of the saloon and to place our beloved coun- 
try under the reign of national prohibition. 

4. That on account of the strenuous effort being made by 
the advocates of the liquor traffic, for the resubmission of the 
prohibitory question to the vote of the people, in the hope of 
having our present prohibitory law in the State of Kansas re- 
pealed, we urge our pastors to impress upon their people the 
necessity of registering and going to the polls and voting against 
any movement that would lead to the resubmission of the sub- 
ject or a repeal of the prohibitory law of the state.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL 
EDUCATION. 
Mr. President: 


The four young men to whom aid was granted one year 
ago, have been in attendance at our institutions at Atchison. 

Mr. Charles Seville has finished his course in the Western 
Theological Seminary and is now pastor of our mission in 
Minneapolis, Kans. 

Mr. Albin Heinz continued his studies in the Seminary, and 
Messrs. Eckert and Borth their work in the Academy. The 
work and deportment of these young men were excellent. 
They all returned to their work at the opening of the school 
year, and we are sorry to say that Mr. Borth left the institution 
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a few weeks after the opening of the school, and simply wrote 
a note from his home in Shattuc, Okla., saying that he “had left 
Midland for the present, and that we would probably hear from 
him later. The committee will continue correspondence with 
Mr. B and if he has decided not to return will insist that 
the money given him last year must be returned. During the 
year Mr. Heinz asked for a small increase in order to finish 
the year free of debt. The congregation of Bendena, Kans., 
sent in $15.00 for his special use, which was given to him. 

We woald make the following recommendations: 

4 That Messrs. Eckert and Heinz be granted an appro- 
priation of $125.00 each. 

2. Mr. Karl Friedeman of Stillwater, Okla., a student in 
the senior class in the Academy, asks for aid to the extent of 
$125.00. He is highly recommended by the President of the 
College, and we recommend that the aid asked for be granted. 

3. Mr. Martin Schroeder, a Middler in the Seminary, asks 
for aid to the extent of $125.00. Mr. Schroeder is highly spoken 
of by his teachers, and is known in the city as a very industrious 
young man. He is taking the full work in the Junior year at 
College in connection with his Seminary work, and expects to 
graduate from College in 1916, and from the Seminary one year 
after that. We recommend that his request for aid be granted. 

4. Mr. Carl Kemner and wife of Salina, Kans., have offered 
themselves to the Foreign Mission Board for work in India, 
and the board has promised to send them, probably sometime 
in 1915. Our constitution provides for the granting of aid to 
young men studying for the ministry—we could not recommend 
him for synodical aid as requested. However, we would recom- 
mend that the Young People’s Societies of the Synod take the 
education of Mr. and Mrs. Kemner as a special work for the 
year, and that the roll be called now, and that the charges in 
the Synod respond, and that whatever amount be subscribed 
for this purpose be sent through our synodical treasurer, and 
that Mr. and Mrs. Kemner give the same kind of obligation 
required of other beneficiaries of this Synod. Roll was called 
and $180.00 pledged for this purpose. 

Our committee began work a year ago with $73.50 and we 
received an apportionment, $471.50, making a total of $545. 
We expended $475.00. We have therefore on hand only $70, 
with which to begin this year’s work. Many of the charges 
did not send in the apportionment for this object until the end 
of the year and five congregations sent nothing at all. You can 
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readily see that under such circumstances the committee is 
compelled to borrow money. The standing rule of the Synod 
is that the first offering after the meeting of the Synod shall 
be for this purpose, and we ask that this rule be observed by all. 

5. Inasmuch as our appropriations amount to $500, and we 
have only a small amount in the treasury for this purpose, and 
some of the congregations likely will not pay all or any of the 
apportionment, we recommend an apportionment of 15 cents 
for the coming year. 

6. Since coming to the meeting of Synod, Mr. Joseph 
Miller has made application for aid, and we recommend that 
if the committee can secure the funds, they be authorized to 


make an appropriation of $75.00 to Mr. Miller during the year.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL 
WORK OF THE KANSAS’ SYNOD. 


One year ago this body assumed the responsibilities of a 
new task. There has been a growing feeling that the Sunday 
School work within our bounds has not received the attention 
it deserved, which in many cases has accounted for the far 
from periect condition prevailing in many schools. The neces- 
sity implied in such and kindred conditions was given specific 
sanction in the establishment of a special department to con- 
duct and interpret the relations of the Synod with each Sunday 
School under its care. In detail it anticipated two definite steps: 
ist, the reconstruction so far as possible of every school along 
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more modern and efficient lines; and 2nd, to afford a definite 
means of assistance and a closer contact with this body. 

With these plans before it your committee launched out into 
the year’s work with its motto as, “Better Sunday Schools for 
the Kansas Synod.” The history of our effort within this first 
year lies behind us. It has been neither what we had planned 
it to be nor what we have striven that it might be. Not all 
things attempted were accomplished. This failure is due to 
two causes:—Iist, the very fact of the newness of the work 
made it difficult to realize all of our plans as completely as we 
might wish; 2nd, the apparent indifference on the part of many 
of the field. Let me say this has been the greatest handicap 
our work has had during the past year. 

Desiring to secure the data necessary to the initiation of 
our work, we mailed to each pastor and superintendent, where 
known, a blank containing 35 questions covering every item 
of Sunday School work. It was highly important both for the 
beginning and progress of this department that this information 
be in our hands. Although two separate appeals were for- 


warded, yet of the 38 Sunday Schools of this Synod, only 15. 


thought this information of enough value to respond. These 
schools were as follows: Effingham, Topeka, Minneapolis, Law- 
rence, Valley Falls, Children's Memorial, Kansas City, Mo.; 
Hays, New Cambria, Excelsior, Bunker Hill, Greenleaf, Nor- 
catur, Atchison, Salina and Emporia. 

Desiring to stimulate a greater interest in Sunday Schooi 
work in the schools of the Synod by the creation of a friendly 
rivalry we sent to each school, either through the superintend- 
ent or pastor, a package of self-addressed post-cards, upon 
which it was to make a weekly report to the superintendent 
of this department, a monthly report of their standing to be 
made in the columns of the Lutheran Church Work. This 
latter idea could not be carried out because of lack of space. 
Again only seventeen responded, the names of which are as 
follows, in the order of their standing as to percentage in at- 
tendance: Excelsior, Bunker Hill, Emporia, Waterville, New 
Cambria, Hays City, Children’s Mem., Kansas City, Mo., Green- 
leaf, Oklahoma City, Eureka, Valley Falls, Minneapolis, Beloit, 
Norcatur, Salina, Sedalia. It will be noted that the smaller 
schools have supported the program of this department of the 
Synod’s work. 

At the close of the year we again mailed blanks to each 
school intended to reveal the progress if any made, during 
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the year. Only 26 of the 38 schools reported. However, the 
response given reveals some interesting and suggestive con- 
ditions. 

Twenty schools reported a net gain of 238 pupils during the 
year while two reported losses and four neither gain nor loss. 
Out of an enrollment of 3,564 only 300 come from families 
not identified with the church. This certainly affords food for 
reflection. Twenty-three schools reported 198 accessions from 
the school to the church, while three had none. Only 16 schools 
are divided into departments either in part or in whole: Nine 
have nothing in this line. Only two of the 26 reporting, stated 
that they had no organized classes, which is an evidence of 
progress, since at the beginning of the year this number was 
not more than 12. A majority of the schools found the lack of 
competent teachers and a genuine interest in the school, the 
cause for their failure to hold tlie scholars permanently for 
the school and church. 

Less than six schools reported teacher-training classes, In 
the matter of a Sunday School Board, only nine of the 26 
schools have such a Board. I do not think this number would 
be very materially increased if all schools had reported. In 11 
schools the superintendent is obliged to teach, and in 20 the 
pastor performs this service. This ts a duty which should never 
fall upon shoulders of these men. 

Where this becomes necessary it is always at the expense 
of the larger efficiency of the school and church as well, espe- 
cially if the school is connected with a city church. In only 
two schools reporting, does the pastor act as superintendent. 
Every school except one, and that one in part, uses the litera- 
ture of our Church. This is a commendable and promising fea- 
ture of the work of the schools of our Synod. I think this same 
attitude, however, mairitains throughout the church relative to 
our own literature. | 

It is not so interesting, however, to report that only about 
3 per cent of the scholars of the schools reporting, bring their 
Bibles to the Sunday School session. This is certainly not a 
very satisfactory state of affairs. Our young people need to 
get acquainted and accustomed to handling the Bible as a book. 
We hope the day will come when the Bible will be substituted 
for the lesson leaf in every school of our church for the pupils 
above the Primary grades. It is a misfortune to any school 
where the emphasis is not placed at this point. Bible text is 
not the same and does not carry the same feeling in the minds 
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of the pupils from the page of a lesson help as it does read 
from the page of the Bible itself. This can't be too strongly 
emphasized. Only three schools reported that their school had 
furnished the Church at large with a young man for the Chris- 
tian Ministry. Here lies one of the causes for the scarcity of 
ministers today. Only four schools reported as having definite 
missionary instruction and that in a very partial manner. 
Eighteen stated that no special instruction along this line was 
attempted in their school. The 26 schools noted herein con- 
tributed for the year now past, $29.77 for the general expenses 
of the school; and $946.00 for benevolences. It is to be regretted, 
however, that very few schools do any benevolent work out- 
side that implied in the observation of the special days of our 
Boards. This custom, it is a pleasure to report, is observed in 
nearly every school. To the question, “What do you consider 
the greatest handicap to your school?” the opinion seemed to 
be, almost to a school, that ist, the awful lack of an adequate 
and competent teaching force; and 2nd, the indifference manifest 
toward the school by the members of the church. We found 
that our schools compare very favorably. with the schools of 
other churches in their locality. This is especially true of those 
in the country and small towns, but not so in the larger cities. 

As a whole it might be said that our schools are holding their 
own. In fact the progress along the line of numbers was com- 
mendable this year. The schools making the greatest gains 
during the year are: St. Joseph with a gain of 155 scholars, 
Atchison with 40; Eureka with 33; Kansas City, Mo., Children’s 
Mem., 32; Effingham, 27. The effort to build up the school nu- 
merically was manifest on every page of the reports, but nearly 
every report evidenced difficulty in holding the scholars after 
once enrolled in the school. This perhaps can be accounted for 
by the lack of proper equipment and facilities, due either to an 
insurmountable difficulty or plain indifference. In fact it is 
very evident that taken as a whole the schools of our Synod 
are not by any means conforming to the best up-to-date meth- 
ods of securing and holding for intelligent Christian life, its 
pupils. Very few schools have adequate equipment and facili- 
ties with which to apply the very best knowledge we now have 
as to methods of religious education under the Sunday School 
form. There is no doubt as to the “matter” we have to present 
to the pupils in our schools. Our line of teaching helps both 
teacher and pupil, of every department from the cradle roll 
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to the senior, are the very best; and no Sunday School paper 
equuls our Lutheran Young People. This is not the weakness 
of our schools; it appears that sufficient attention is not paid 
to the “method” of presenting this “matter.” The best workman _ 
with poor tools can ruin the finest piece of material; this has 
been somewhat the history of many of our schools. 

One hopeful sign, however, is in evidence: The men in the 
main, who are at the head of the schools of our Synod are 
interested in their work and this Body can very materially aid 
them in the leadership of their schools. 

Progress has been made along many lines other than those 
indicated above. The activities noted above are only partial 
since seven schools seem fit to ignore every appeal for a re- 
port on their year’s work; these are: Garnett, Perth, Welling- 
ton and Hebron and English Evangelical of Whitewater. Two 
of these schools have been without pastoral oversight and are 
perhaps excused on this ground, but not so with the remaining 
three. 

There are at least four modern ideas which can be installed 
ip the plan of every school represented in this Synod. ist, the 
election of a Sunday School Board. This Board not only acts 
as 4 finance committee, but likewise as an advisory board to 
the officers touching every phase of the school’s work and plan. 
2nd, the adjustment of the year of the Sunday School to that 
of the church. 3rd, the election of our officers and the selec- 
tion of the teachers through a special committee. 4th, the card 
index system of keeping track of our pupils. 

We wish to make the following recommendations: 1st, that 
pastors endeavor to make the Sunday School year conferm to 
the synodical year of the church. 2nd, thaf every Sunday School 
be urged to undertake some work of benevolence outside the 
regular channels of our church. 3rd, the pastor see that imme- 
diately after the election of the officers of the school, that they 
be duly installed. 4th, that each Sunday School within the 
bounds be asked to interest itself in some young man for the 
gospel ministry.

1 REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLAND COLLEGE. 


és : Your representatives to the Board of Trustees of Midland 
1 College, are glad to report that in many respects the opening 
Ty ol the college is the best in the history of the institution. In 
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nearly every department there has been an increased enroll- 
ment. The faculty is working energetically and harmoniously 
for the best interests of the students and the institution. The 
body of students is a most loyal one manifesting in many ways 
a hearty interest in all matters pertaining to the welfare of the 
institution and the student body. A renewed interest is like- 
_wise manifest on the part of the citizens of Atchison. 

Last year we reported that one of the greatest needs of the 
institution was a larger enrollment of students. The enrollment 
has been considerably increased over that of last year, the 
Freshmen class having the largest enrollment in the history of 
the institution, making the collegiate department larger than 
ever before. The business department has showed a very 
marked increase over that of last year. This increase in at- 
tendance makes more pressing than ever the need for new 
buildings and improved equipment. 

Harmony and enthusiasm characterize the seminary body 
of professors and students. We are sorry to report that there 
are not as many students in the Seminary this year as last. The 
war has made it impossible for Breklum to send students to 
our church institutions in America. 

Our greatest need at this time is an endowment fund suffi- 
cient to support the institution adequately. Looking to this end 
the Board of Trustees at its last meeting passed a resolution 
recommending that steps be taken to raise $100,000:—the sum 
of $30,000 to be raised among the citizens of Atchison; $30,000 
by the Nebraska and Kansas Synods; $40,000 to be raised by the 
President of the college in the field at large. | 

Your representative would recommend: 

(1) That we as a Synod endorse a movement to raise 
$20,000 on the territory of Kansas Synod, and that the effort 
be made to have the amount raised in full by the time of the 
four hundredth anniversary of the beginning of the Reforma- 
tion and that this movement be made a part of the purposed 
plan of the Board of Education to raise the million dollar fund. 

(2) That the pastors and congregations be requested to 
enter heartily into this effort and that other special objects 
be not permitted to interfere in securing this amount and that 
the pulpits of the Synod be thrown open for special representa- 
tives to present this cause to the congregation. 

(3) That a committee of five consisting of three laymen 
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and two ministers, be appointed by the President of Synod to 
co-operate with the Board of Trustees in devising pians for 


carrying out this canvass.

IN WASHINGTON, D. C. 


We are pleased to report our institution at Washington is 
doing a splendid work for our aged and infirm. There are at 
present thirty inmates, which is the limit to be cared for in 
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the present building. There are now five on the waiting list, 
whose applications have been favorably acted on, and a number 
of other petitions for admission, whose applications have not 
yet been considered. 

Two of our consecrated deaconesses from the Mother 
House in Baltimore, have charge of the Home. They are aided 


by a cook, a washer woman and a boy who assists in serving 


the tables and doing general work. 

A farmer who is using a good part of the acreage in our 
possession supplies the tables with fresh vegetables, 2 and 
some meat. 

It was necessary for the Board of Managers to build a 
larger and safer home. When it is finished and furnished, it 
will cost approximately $90,000.00. For the payment of this 
they have on hand about $65,000.00. To secure the rest they 
will have to go to the Church and to the friends of the Home. 
The new building is nearing completion and will be ready for 
occupancy early in November. The new Home will demand 
larger expenditures, and every dollar of the apportionment will 
be required. The cause is certainly a worthy ome, and we can 
well be proud of this part of the many beneficent operations 
of the Church. |

REPORT OF ADVISORY BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS. 
The Advisory Board of Home Missions is pleased to sub- 
mit to you the following report: 


Children’s Memorial, Kansas City, Mo—This congregation 
has had a very successful and satisfactory year. Every depart- 
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ment of the church’s work is well organized and active. There 
has been a gain in the membership of the congregation and 
Sunday School, and the finances of the congregation are better 
than in many years. The congregation asks for $150.00, from 
the Home Mission Board. 

Minneapolis, Kans.—Our congregation here has made a 50 
per cent increase in the membership during the past five months, 
and the Sunday School has had a similar growth. The full 
amount of the apportionment has been paid with an excess. 
Every family in the congregation receives and reads Lutheran 
Church Work, and the prospect for a splendid development is 
very encouraging. The congregation asks for $300.00 from 
Home Mission Board and $150.00 from the Synodical Home 
Mission Fund. 

Chapman.—A new pastor has been installed Sept. 6, 1914. 
They ask $200.00 of the salary the coming year. There is new 
interest in the work. New pews have been contracted for the 
church at a cost of $350.00. 

Hutchinson.— This congregation has made a greater de- 
gree of progress during the past year that it has for many 
years. There has been a gain of 25 per cent in the membership 
and an addition to the church has been built, which with other 
improvements, cost $1,250.00, most of which is paid. The con- 
gregation is united and harmonious and loyal to its pastor. They 
ask for $300.00 from the Board of Home Missions and in a very 
less than they received last year. 

Oklahoma City.—The condition of this mission is en- 
couraging and its members are active and hopeful. There 
have been many removals but the church attendance has not 
decreased. Prospects for the coming year are reassuring. They 
ask for $300.00 from Board of Home Missions and in a very 
few years expect to become self-supporting. 

Sedalia.—Some progress has been made. The membership 
has been increased, and improvements made on the parsonage; 
all of which have either been paid for, or provision made for 
the payment. The congregation received $375.00 last year, but 
will ask for a less amount this year. 

Trinity, Kansas City, Kans.—Reports an increase in mem- 
bership of 33 1-3 per cent and a substantial advance in regular 
contributions. The indebtedness has been decreased in the sum 
of $150.00 and is now only $1,350.00. A hopeful spirit actuates 
the membership and the pastor is encouraged. Until the mem- 
bership shall have been added to and the indebtedness entirely 
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liquidated the mission feels constrained to ask for the same 
amount as last year, viz., $450.00. 

Wichita, Kans.—This congregation has made a gain of 15 
per cent in membership during the last year. All departments 
of the church are active. The Sunday School, Luther League, 
Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society, and Woman's 
Society have all made liberal contributions to the building fund 
of the church. The Sunday School rooms of the new church 
building are finished and the auditorium plastered and ready 
for the floors and finish. The people are united and the outlook 
is good. The congregation asks for the same amount received 
last year, $400.00 from Board of Home Missions, and $100.00 
from Synodical Home Mission Fund. 

Beloit, Kans.—The pastor is still on the field at Beloit, but 
no report has been received concerning the work from him and 
no application has been made for assistance for the coming 
year, hence we are unable to make any recommendations. 

Whitewater, Kans.—This congregation was supplied with 
preaching once every two weeks, most of the year, by Rev. G. G. 
Clark, of Wichita... The way did not seem to be open for them 
to secure a regular pastor, but they will make a special effort 
to that end this fall, since their crops are gathered, and some 
other conditions are more favorable. In the event they can 
secure a suitable man they will ask for $150.00 from the Home 
Mission Board and $50.00 from our Synodical Home Mission 
Fund. 

Garnett, Kans.—Has been supplied with preaching the 
greater part of the last year. No definite arrangements have 
been made for service during the coming year and no applica- 
tion has been made to the Advisory Board for assistance, hence 
we are unable to make any recommendation. 

Tulsa, Okla.—This congregation has been forging ahead 
with its work in a very substantial and satisfactory way. There 
has been a gain of 22 per cent in membership. A new church 
building is in process of erection, which will accommodate 
a congregation of 450, and will cost about $10,000.00 when com- 
plete. They hope to be ready for dedication some time in No- 
vember, The full amount of their apportionment has been paid. 
The work is very promising. They received $600.00 from the 
Board of Home Missions and $50.00 from the Synodical Home 
Mission Fund, last year. Inasmuch as no application has been 
made for aid this year, we are unable to recommend. 
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Effingham, Kans.—This congregation is in a prosperous 
condition and is endeavoring to secure a pastor.

constitution: : 

ARTICLE XVIII. 


Polygamy and polygamous cohabitation 
shall not exist within the United States or any place subject to 
their jurisdiction. 

Congress shall have 488 to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation.”

We recommend the above article be endorsed by the Synod 
and that the President and Secretary sign it and send it to the 
Senate and House of Representatives. 

A letter from Pastor Jensen of Breklum Seminary, 
telling of the horrible condition existing there on account of 
the war, and the difficulty of raising money for the support of 
the school. He requests that we as a Synod surround them 
with our prayers and that we give the same support as was given 
during the past year, with an increase if possible. 

We would recommend that the first Sunday before Thanks- 
giving be observed by a special offering for Breklum Seminary 
and that special prayers be made on that day on her behalf. 

Third. A letter from Rev. Walter Schuette, Toledo, Ohio, 
inquiring as to whether any special action has been taken by 
this Synod concerning the celebration of the four hundredth 
anniversary of the Reformation. | 

We recommend that a special committee be appointed on 
this celebration of the anniversary, to report at the next meet- 
ing of Synod.

Committee with generous offerings the two remaining quarters 


of our biennium. 

From Mrs. Kretching, the business manager of the Luth- 
eran Woman’s Work, we have received a stirring appeal to set 
our next goal at 20,000 subscriptions. 

_ Mrs. Kerr, our Synodical Magazine secretary, in response 
to this appeal, will present plans that the Kansas Synodical 
Society may do her share to reach the mark. 

Have you read about the October Organization Member- 
ship Campaign? A campaign “in conducting an every-woman, 
every-family canvass for members for our Woman's, our Young 
People’s and our Children’s societies, also for subscribers for 
Lutheran Woman's Work and Lutheran Boys and Girls.” This 
is another plan for progress that should have our prayerful and 
earnest consideration in this convention.
